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METHOD OF PROTECTING PLANTS FROM 
SLUGS. 

A Communication was received from Miss Louisa 
Br GRAVE, of Albany Barracks, in the Isle of Wight, 
describing a Method invented by her of Protecting 
Choice Plants from Slugs. 

An earthenware channel or trough, of a circular form, is 
placed so as to enclose the plant intended to be secured : 
the trough is high enough to allow it to be sunk into the 
ground beyond the usual depth that slugs penetrate ; the 
channel is then to be filled with salt, over which neither 
snails, slugs, nor worms, can force a passage. Tulips, 
hyacinths, or other favourite plants, may be protected in 
like manner by a single leaden channel enclosing the 
entire bed. 

A plan similar to the above, as far as regards the ring 
of earthenware, has been since published, with a figure, in 
the Gardener's Magazine for February 1832, which renders 
any more detailed account of it unnecessary.
